Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  thirty-second  Annual  Report  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  your  Area.  The  report  for  1925  is  also 
a  Survey  Report  (for  reference)  as  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
every  fifth  year. 

In  a  scattered  Rural  District  such  as  ours  it  is  always  difficult  to 
initiate  and  cany  through  sanitary  works  and  changes  of  administration, 
and  post  war  conditions  have  not  tended  to  reduce  these  difficulties. 
High  costs  of  laboui  and  materials  together  with  crippled  incomes  deter 
owners  from  undertaking  any  structural  work  which  is  not  absolutely 
necessary.  These  conditions  also  hinder  the  adoption  of  schemes  for 
better  water  supplies,  drainage,  and  sewage  disposal  works,  while 
building,  except  for  occupying  ownership,  has  been  discontinued.  It 
is  therefore  not  surprising  that  only  urgent  new  work  was  under¬ 
taken  during  the  period  under  review,  January,  1921,  to  December,  1925. 

Already-existing  public  works — water  supplies,  sewers,  tanks, 
and  hospitals  have  been  maintained  in  good  repair  and  efficient  working 
ordei.  The  more  important  new  works  and  services  dealt  with  since 
the  last  Survey  Report  aie  as  follows  : — 
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The  re-sewering  of  Romanby  village  and  considerable  extensions 
to  serve  new  houses  and  other  property  hitherto  unconnected. 

Extension  (in  hand)  of  the  Willow  Garth  by  two  additional  acres, 
to  deal  with  increase  in  the  volume  of  sewage  due  to  new  houses  and 
an  amplified  water  supply. 

An  extensive  new  sewer  to  take  overflow  from  the  settling  tank  at 
the  East  end  of  Harlsey  village  to  a  position  suitable  for  the  installation 
of  filter  beds  at  an  early  date. 

An  excellent  supply  of  pure  water,  obtained  from  the  Urban 
Council,  for  the  village  of  Romanby.  65  houses  here  are  now  connected 
with  the  4in.  water  main  ;  37  are  still  served  by  the  village  wells. 

An  excellent  gravitation  supply  of  pure  water,  obtained  from 
Sir  Hugh  Bell,  for  the  village  of  West  Rounton. 

Three  new  District  Nursing  Associations  have  been  formed  for 
groups  of  townships,  having  for  centres  Brompton,  Great  Smeaton, 
and  Ainderby  Steeple.  There  are  also  two  new  Child  Welfare  Centres 
— Brompton  and  Great  Smeaton. 

The  burial  ground  at  Harlsey  has  been  extended. 

Necessary  formalities  and  negotiations  for  the  provision  of  a  new 
cemetery  for  Brompton  are  proceeding. 

Fifty -eight  new  houses  and  eight  wooden  dwellings  have  been 
erected  and  are  now  occupied,  and  sixteen  ?re  in  course  of  construction. 

Systematic  scavenging  has  been  adopted  for  four  more  of  our 
larger  villages — Moiton,  Cowton,  Smeaton  and  Hornby. 

Three  miles  of  the  River  Wiske  have  been  cleared  of  weed  and 
deposit,  liberating  much  flooded  land  and  the  sewer  outfalls  of  Yafforth 
and  Dan  by  Wiske. 

Indications  for  future  consideration  and  action. 

The  re-sewering  of  several  villages,  notably  Osmotherley,  Harlsey, 
and  Thornton-le-Beans,  and  an  extension  of  Brompton  Water-End 
sewer  to  carry  the  outfall  further  down  stream  clear  of  schools  and 
factories. 

Filter  beds  to  deal  with  sewage  from  Osmotherley,  Harlsey, 
Smeaton,  and  Ainderby  Steeple. 
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The  formation  of  a  District  Nursing  Association  and  a  Child 
Welfare  Centre  for  Borrowby  and  neighbouring  villages.  This  is  now 
the  only  part  of  your  Area  unserved  by  a  district  Nurse. 

The  formation  of  a  Drainage  Board  for  this  district  is  very  desirable 
in  the  interest  of  the  public  health.  As  already  noted,  a  considerable 
length  of  the  River  Wiske  was  recently  cleaned  with  great  benefit  to 
adjoining  land  and  the  villages  of  Yafforth  and  Danby  Wiske.  Without 
continued  care,  however,  choking  of  the  cleaned  length  of  this  river 
and  the  resultant  obstruction  to  land  and  village  drains  will  recur. 
There  are  still  some  miles  of  this  important  water  course  further  up 
stream  in  a  choked  condition.  Large  tracts  of  land  in  your  Area  are 
constantly  under  water  during  the  winter  months,  as  on  both  sides  of 
Ainderby  Steeple  village,  at  Birkby,  Cowton,  Rounton,  and  the  low 
lying  land  below  Harlsey.  Even  during  summer  time  these  places  are 
so  water  logged  that  they  are  practically  permanent  swamps.  Amongst 
other  objectionable  results  these  flooded  areas  afford  breeding  places 
for  undesirable  insects,  including  mosquitos,  which  are  undoubtedly 
increasing  and  are  a  serious  menace.  Failing  effective  drainage  of  these 
flooded  lands  they  should  be  sprayed  with  suitable  insecticides. 

Information  as  to  necessary  procedure  in  getting  a  Drainage  Board 
formed  was  given  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1924. 

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  GENERAL  CHARACTER  OF 

THE  DISTRICT. 

The  physical  features  of  this  district  vary  from  hilly  on  the  east, 
where  our  boundary  on  the  shoulder  of  Black  Hambleton  is  marked  by 
ordnance  survey  1,100  ft.,  to  plain  on  the  west  where  our  boundary 
at  Langton-on-Swale  is  marked  100  ft.  Roughly  one-fourth  of  the 
area  is  hilly,  and  three-fourths  lie  within  the  great  plain  of  York.  On 
the  east  are  the  escarpments  of  the  Cleveland  and  Hambleton  Hills, 
disfigured  by  the  tips  of  old  jet  workings  all  along  the  line  where  the 
upper  lias  outcrops  below  the  mass  of  oolitic  limestone  above.  On  this 
side  we  have  an  endless  number  of  never  failing  springs  of  pure  soft 
water,  and  more  than  ample  fall  for  drainage  and  sewage  disposal 
purposes.  To  the  west  we  find  ourselves  almost  everywhere  on  the 
boulder  clay  with  little  fall  anywhere,  and  in  some  places — Brompton 
for  instance — with  practically  no  fall  at  all  for  drainage  and  sewage 
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disposal.  Immediately  below  the  clay  is  a  stratum  of  sand 
yielding  a  more  or  less  precarious  supply  of  water  of  varying  quality  ; 
below  the  sand  is  a  great  depth  of  soft  conglomerate  containing  red 
brawny-looking  marl  with  much  gypsum  and,  in  places,  rock  salt. 
Wells  and  borings  sunk  into  and  below  this  soft  rock  yield  watei  which 
is  quite  unsuitable  for  domestic  purposes  by  reason  of  mineral  matters 
held  in  solution,  which  render  it  hard  and  unpleasant,  and  practically 
impossible  of  improvement  by  filtration  or  any  other  process.  In  some 
parts  of  the  area,  notably  near  Northallerton,  where  the  surface  deposit 
largely  consists  of  ‘  drift  ’  pebbles  and  gravel,  shallow  wells  are  open  to 
surface  contamination.  With  regard  to  about  one-fourth  of  our  area 
therefore,  problems  of  drainage  and  water  supply  are  simple  questions 
of  cost,  but  with  regard  to  the  remainder  they  are  frequently  problems 
not  easily  disposed  of  by  those  responsible  for  the  sanitary  administra¬ 
tion  of  your  area. 

The  general  character  of  your  district  is  rural.  The  chief  occu¬ 
pation  is  agriculture.  There  are,  however,  factories  at  Romanby  and 
Brompton,  and  a  considerable  number  of  workmen  find  employment 
on  the  railway.

The  Birth  Rate  is  again  lower,  being  17*01  against  19*20  for  the 
previous  year,  and  21*29  for  1923.  The  Birth  Rate  for  the  whole  of 
England  and  Wales  for  1925  was  18*3. 

Only  six  illegitimate  births  were  registered  against  16  for  the 
previous  year,  and  13  for  1923.  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  lower,  45*45 
per  1,000  children  born,  against  88*43  for  the  previous  year,  and  61*34 
for  1923.  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales 
was  75  for  1925. 

78  deaths  were  registered  in  the  district,  of  these  three  were  non¬ 
residents,  while  10  persons  belonging  to  the  district  died  elsewhere. 
The  corrected  number  being  85,  giving  a  Death  Rate  of  10*95  as  com¬ 
pared  with  13*09  for  the  previous  year,  and  10*32  for  the  year  1923, 
which  was  one  of  the  healthiest  years  on  record.  The  Death  Rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  12*2  for  1925. 

The  average  age  at  death  works  out  at  60  years,  quite  the  highest 
record  within  my  experience.  Of  57  deaths,  45  were  of  persons  aged 
65  and  upwards.  Of  these  30  were  Septuagenarians,  14  Octogenarians 
and  1  Nonagenarian. 

Causes  of  Sickness  and  Invalidity. 

During  the  past  year  the  general  health  of  the  community  has  been 
quite  good.  Except  for  influenza  there  have  been  no  outbreaks  of 
dangerous  infectious  diseases.  Influenza  was  prevalent  during  late 
winter  and  early  spring,  and  again  in  late  autumn.  Three  deaths  were 
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registered  as  directly  due  to  this  disease.  There  were  eight  deaths 
from  pneumonia  and  seven  from  bronchitis.  Most  of  these  deaths 
from  respiratory  diseases  occurred  during  the  prevalence  of  influenza. 
The  number  of  deaths  from  organic  heart  disease  is  again  high — 18. 
For  the  previous  year  the  number  was  20.  Few  of  these  cases  gave  any 
history  of  acute  rheumatism,  while  many  of  them  gave  histories  of  severe 
influenza  from  which  recovery  had  been  difficult  and  slow.  From 
opportunities  of  observation  in  general  practice  there  is  little  doubt,  I 
think,  that  many  cases  of  organic  heart  disease  commence  by  heart 
involvement  during  an  attack  of  influenza  and  become  established  by 
a  too  early  return  to  ordinary  activities. 

Eight  deaths  were  due  to  malignant  disease — nearly  one  in  ten  of 
your  total  deaths  :  for  the  previous  year  the  number  was  nine.  As  this 
dreaded  disease  is  beyond  control  by  means  of  general  sanitation  it  is 
gratifying  to  record  that  your  Council  now  subscribe £2  2s.  Od.  annually 
in  aid  of  Cancer  Research.  Three  deaths  were  due  to  pulmonary  tuber¬ 
culosis.  Flappily,  this  disease  is  much  less  prevalent  in  your  district 
and  throughout  the  country  than  it  was  twenty  years  ago— thanks 
largely  to  better  sanitation,  cleaner  habits,  and  a  more  general  recognition 
of  the  infectivity  and  mode  of  spread  of  tuberculous  disease.  The 
incidence  of  notifiable  acute  infectious  diseases  is  referred  to  later. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

Hospital  Accommodation  for  the  District. 

An  entirely  satisfactory  Fever  Flospital  is  provided  by  the  Council 
affording  accommodation  for  nurses  and  servant  together  with  two 
wards  of  six  beds  each.  Accommodation  is  also  provided  for  the 
isolation  and  Lreatment  of  four  small  pox  cases  in  a  separate  hospital 
hut  at  a  suitable  distance  in  the  hospital  grounds.  The  Urban  Council 
is  also  equipped  with  a  general  Fever  Hospital  and  special  accommo¬ 
dation  for  small  pox.  By  mutual  arrangement  between  the  two  Councils 
if  one  hospital  is  occupied  by  cases  of  an  infectious  disease,  that  hospital 
receives  cases  of  the  same  disease  from  either  area,  thus  leaving 
one  hospital  free  for  cases  of  any  other  infectious  disease  that  may 
occur  in  either  area.  A  retaining  fee  is  paid  to  the  North  Riding 
Rural  Nursing  Association  for  undertaking  care  of  the  hospital  when 
not  occupied,  and  for  having  always  on  call  a  trained  fever  nurse  for 
service  when  required. 
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Other  Hospitals  available. 

The  Rlltson  Hospital,  supported  by  voluntary  contributions  and 
fees  from  patients.  At  this  hospital  there  is  a  Maternity  Ward. 

Three  beds  in  the  general  ward  here  are  reserved  by  the  County 
Council  for  the  treatment  of  surgical  tuberculosis. 

Aysgarth  Sanatorium.  An  approved  private  institution  in  the 
country  where  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  are  received  for  treat¬ 
ment  at  the  charge  of  the  County  Council. 

Morris  Grange.  A  County  Council  institution  in  the  country  for 
the  treatment  of  children  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 

Kirbymoorside  Orthopaedic  Hospital.  An  institution  in  the 
country  provided  by  voluntary  subscriptions,  equipped  and  staffed  for 
the  treatment  of  crippled  children,  and  supported  by  the  Local 
Authorities. 

Northallerton  Children’s  Home.  Provided  by  the  Board  of 
Guardians  for  the  care  of  homeless  children  belonging  to  the  Union — 
14  beds.  This  is  a  provision  of  great  value — where  the  children  may 
be  brought  up  in  much  more  homelike  association  than  is  possible  in 
a  large  institution. 

There  is  no  local  institutional  provision  for  unmarried  mothers 
except  the  Union  Infirmary  Maternity  Ward.  During  the  past  year, 
however,  a  rickety  girl  with  deformed  pelvis  was  sent  to  hospital  and 
delivered  of  an  illegitimate  child  by  Caesarian  section  at  the  charge  of 
the  County  Council. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  York,  Darlington  and 
Middlesbrough  Maternity  Hospitals  for  the  admission  of  complicated 
and  dangerous  cases  of  confinement,  also  cases  where  the  home  con¬ 
ditions  are  unsuitable  for  a  confinement  to  take  place  therein.  It  is  a 
condition  that  the  consent  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  be  obtained, 
wheiever  possible,  before  the  case  is  admitted.  The  County  Council 
pay  the  fees  of  the  hospital  authorities,  and,  wherever  possible, 
patients  are  expected  to  repay  part  or  the  whole  of  the  fees. 

The  Certified  Insane  are  treated  in  the  North  Riding  County 
Asylum,  Clifton,  York,  unless  found  suitable  for  detention  and  treat¬ 
ment  in  the  Union  Infirmary  here. 

Epileptics  and  Mentally  Defectives  are  dealt  with  by  the  County 
Council. 
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Clinics  and  Dispensaries. 

A  County  Council  Tuberculosis  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Rutson  Hospital 
once  a  week — Wednesday.  Dr.  Thomson,  the  Tuberculosis  Officer, 
is  also  available  for  consultation  with  general  practitioners  anywhere 
within  his  area,  and  his  ever-ready  help  is  much  appreciated  by  patients 
and  doctors. 

An  Ophthalmic  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Rutson  Hospital  once  a  month 
for  necessitous  school  children  referred  by  the  School  Medical  Officer. 
School  children  otherwise  unable  to  obtain  necessary  treatment  for 
enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  are  also  helped  by  the  County  Council. 

Child  Welfare  Centres.  There  are  now  three  Child  Welfare 
Centres  within  your  area — Osmotherley,  Brompton  and  Great  Smeaton. 
A  Centre  at  East  Rounton  also  serves  West  Rounton  and  neighbourhood 
within  your  area.  It  is  hoped  in  the  near  future  to  establish  a  fourth 
Centre  for  Ainderby  Steeple  and  neighbouring  villages. 

There  is  no  Local  Treatment  Centre  for  Venereal  Diseases  in  your 
area.  Only  one  application  was  received  during  the  last  five  years, 
this  case  was  treated  at  the  Darlington  Centre. 

Ambulance  Facilities.  A  comfortable  Motor  Ambulance  is 
available  for  accident  and  non-infectious  cases  to  and  from  hospital, 
and  has  proved  a  great  boon  to  the  neighbourhood.  It  is  very  desirable 
that  a  closed  Motor  Ambulance  should  also  be  provided  for  infectious 
cases.  We  are  still  dependent  on  the  old  fever  cab  which  is  far  too 
slow  when  needed  to  fetch  in  serious  cases  from  outlying  places. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home.  Fees  for  professional  nurses, 
and  the  cost  of  living  are  now  so  high  that  the  number  of  householders 
in  your  district  who  can  afford  the  whole  time  services  of  a  professional 
nurse  is  very  small— some  are  employed,  but  not  many.  The  North 
Riding  Rural  Nursing  Association,  whose  headquarters  are  in  North¬ 
allerton,  have  a  staff  of  trained  nurses  available  for  private  work  of  all 
kinds. 

There  are  now  five  District  Nursing  Associations  working  within 
your  area,  each  having  a  trained  and  certified  nurse  available  for 
maternity,  and  general  work,  but  not  for  infectious  cases.  The  nursing 
is  provided  by  voluntary  subscribers  aided  by  grants  from  the  County 
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Council  where  the  nurse  undertakes  the  work  of  School  Nurse  and 
Infant  Health  Visiting.  The  Local  Authority  contributes  £3  3s.  Od. 
per  nurse  annually  to  each  of  the  District  Nursing  Associations.  All 
the  District  Nurses  (5)  working  in  your  district  are  certified  midwives. 
There  are  also  two  certified  midwives  engaged  in  private  work. 

The  District  Nmses  are  not  under  the  control  of  your  Council, 
but  all  are  invariably  ready  and  anxious  to  do  everything  possible  in 
the  interest  of  the  public  health. 

It  would  not  be  possible  to  overrate  the  importance  and  beneficence 
of  the  work  undei taken  by  the  District  Nursing  Associations  in  a 
scattered  area  such  as  this,  where  there  are  so  many  people  unable  to 
obtain  skilled  nursing  at  home  in  any  other  way. 

With  regard  to  volunteer  household  and  other  help  in  cases  of 
sickness — this  is  often  quite  unobtainable  here  where  there  are  no 
women  who  can  be  spared  from  their  own  home  duties.  It  is  perhaps 
not  generally  known  that  the  County  Council  aie  prepared  to  consider 
applications  for  grants  from  suitable  persons  in  aid  of  their  training  as 
certified  midwives. 

Your  Council  enjoys  membership  of  the  Clinical  Research 
Association  who  undertake  chemical  and  bacteriological  work  when 
required. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supplies. 

The  villages  of  Brompton,  Romanby,  Low  Silton,  Osmotherley, 
Rounton  and  a  large  portion  of  Borrowby  are  now  furnished  with 
gravitation  supplies  of  pure  water.  Many  farms  within  reach  of  water 
mains  on  the  way  from  Osmotherley  to  Northallerton  are  also  supplied. 
A  few  favourably  placed  farms  have  private  piped  supplies  of  good 
water  from  springs  in  the  higher  ground  above,  as  at  Winton  and 
Deepdale.  There  are  water  towers  furnishing  piped  supplies  at  Pepper 
Arden,  Kiplin  and  Harlsey.  At  High  Silton  and  Thimbleby  there  are 
plentiful  supplies  of  spring  water.  At  Appleton  Wiske  a  good  Artesian 
well  supplies  the  Stores  and  Collecting  Milk  Depot  there.  The  rest 
of  your  district  depends  on  well  water,  many  of  the  wells  are  badly 
placed  and  indiffeiently  cared  for.  It  is  impossible  to  escape  dangerous 
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watei  pollution  in  the  case  of  wells  placed  in  close  proximity  to  cultivated 
and  manured  ground  or  within  drawing  distance  of  leaking  drains. 
No  garden  near  a  well  should  ever  be  dressed  with  animal  manure. 
Two  villages  depend  entirely  on  shallow  wells — Harlsey  and  Thornton- 
le-Beans.  At  both  places  deep  borings  have  been  made  in  search  of 
usable  water,  unfortunately  without  success.  Taken  as  a  whole, 
however,  there  are  few  purely  rural  districts  in  the  country  where  more 
has  been  done  to  provide  good  water  supplies  for  village  communities. 


Rivers  and  Streams.  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Osmotherley  is  the  only  village  discharging  sewage  into  a  water¬ 
course  without  interception  of  any  kind.  The  sewers  of  this  village 
carry  off  so  large  a  volume  of  spring  water  that  it  will  be  difficult  to 
deal  with  the  sewerage  on  ordinary  principles  without  (1)  excluding 
spring  water  from  the  present  sewers,  or,  (2)  putting  down  a  new  sewer 
to  take  house  drainage  only.  Osmotherley  is  much  frequented  by 
holiday  makers,  and  water-closets  are  increasing  in  number.  It  is, 
therefore,  becoming  more  and  more  necessary  that  steps  should  be 
taken  to  deal  satisfactorily  with  the  sewerage  of  this  village. 

The  sewerage  of  Romanby  is  treated  by  land  filtration  on  two  acres 
of  Willow  Garth  now  to  be  extended  to  four  acres. 

All  other  villages  drain  into  septic  tanks,  the  effluent  being  carried 
to  the  nearest  watercourse.  All  tanks  and  sewers  are  ventilated  and 
all  drains  trapped.  Drains  of  isolated  houses  generally  discharge  into 
ditches,  and  many  of  them  give  rise  to  serious  nuisance. 

Scavenging.  All  your  larger  villages  except  Borrowby  are  system¬ 
atically  scavenged  by  contract.  At  Borrowby  and  the  smaller  villages 
ashpits  are  cleared  by  private  arrangement  with  farmers,  who  do  the 
scavenging  when  they  require  the  manure. 

Closet  Accommodation.  There  are  now  154  water-closets  in  the 
area.  Water-closets  are  undesirable  offices  in  villages  unprovided  with 
satisfactory  sewage  disposal  works.  Many  movable  pan-closets  give 
more  or  less  unsatisfactory  results  because  tenants  neglect  to  apply 
ashes  or  dry  earth  whenever  used,  and  also  because  of  the  difficulty 
in  getting  the  pans  emptied  with  sufficient  frequency.  The  usual 
closet  accommodation  in  this  area  is  the  closet-ashpit.  Much  work  in 
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connection  with  these  offices  has  been  done  in  recent  yeais.  I  am  not 
aware  of  any  that  are  now  uncovered,  but  many  are  dilapidated  and 
wretchedly  kept — many  are  too  large  and  used  for  the  reception  of 
refuse  that  should  be  burnt,  and  for  slops.  Notices  have  frequently 
been  posted  calling  attention  to  the  nuisance  and  danger  constantly 
arising  from  wet  ashpits.  The  Council  spends  annually  a  considerable 
sum  on  systematic  scavenging,  the  benefits  of  which  are  largely  negatived 
by  the  gross  neglect  of  tenants. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  Area.  In  addition  to  inspections  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  complaints  and  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases,  house-to- 
house  inspections  of  portions  of  the  area  are  made  from  time  to  time 
every  year,  and  a  record  made  of  conditions  found.  Details  of  these 
inspections  will  be  found  in  Mr.  Easdale’s  Report  appended. 

Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  controlled  by  Bye-laws 
and  Regulations.  Dairies  (registered),  milk  shops  and  cow-sheds. 
These  are  referred  to  under  the  heading  Milk.  Butchers’  shops  and 
slaughter-houses  (registered)  are  referred  to  under  the  heading  Meat. 
Factories  are  satisfactory  as  to  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire.  There  are 
no  obnoxious  trades,  no  common  lodging  houses,  no  cellar  dwellings, 
no  grounds  for  complaint  of  nuisance  from  smoke. 

Overcrowding.  There  have  been  no  complaints  of  overcrowding 
recently,  and  no  case  has  been  dealt  with  during  the  past  year.  There 
are,  however,  many  families  for  whom  larger  houses  are  desirable,  but 
none  are  available. 

Schools.  School  sanitation  in  your  area  remains  as  frequently 
described  in  previous  Annual  Reports.  The  amounts  expended  on 
cleaning  by  the  Education  Authorities  are  not  adequate.  School  win¬ 
dows,  floors  and  furniture  should  be  washed  much  more  frequencly  than 
once  a  quarter.  School  closets  should  be  provided  with  suitable 
absorbents,  and  children  should  be  instructed  to  apply  the  dry  earth, 
ashes  or  other  material  whenever  the  closets  are  used.  Some  school- 
yards  are  covered  with  loose  flint  chips  which  are  very  objectionable — 
they  scatter  and  obstruct  the  drains,  they  destroy  boots,  and  are  danger¬ 
ous  when  children  fall.  All  school  yards  should  be  efficiently  drained 
and  have  a  surface  impervious  to  water  :  damp  footwear  and  wet  feet 
are  not  conducive  to  the  wellbeing  of  children  attending  school. 
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It  is  not  reasonable  to  compel  children  only  five  years  old  to  attend 
school  during  winter  months  in  a  scattered  rural  district  such  as  this. 
Many  have  to  trudge  long  distances  over  wet  fields  and  dirty  roads  in 
bad  weather,  and  have  to  eat  a  more  or  less  comfortless  meal  at  mid¬ 
day.  The  attendance  of  five  years  old  children  should  at  least  be 
optional  during  winter  months  in  this  district. 

Osmotherley,  Nether  Silton,  Kirby  Sigston,  Romanby  and 
Brompton  are  all  provided  with  gravitation  supplies  of  excellent  water  : 
for  other  schools  in  your  area  the  only  available  water  supply  is  from 
wells,  and  these  are  not  always  to  be  found  on  the  school  property. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. 

A  large  volume  of  milk  is  produced  within  your  district.  Quantities 
are  regularly  dispatched  direct  from  the  farms  to  neighbouring  towns. 
There  are  also  two  factory  dairies  and  a  collecting  depot  dealing  with 
milk  and  milk  products.  The  factories  are  well  equipped  and  managed 
with  care.  Unfortunately  so  much  cannot  be  said  of  many  farms 
where  milk  for  sale  is  produced.  Efforts  have  been  made  to  stimulate 
and  encourage  interest  in  clean  milk  production  by  the  distribution  of 
authoritative  leaflets  to  farmers  and  farm  hands,  by  lectures  and 
meetings.  Last  year,  thanks  to  the  initiative  and  generosity  of  Colonel 
Godman,  a  Clean  Milk  Competition  wTas  successfully  carried  through, 
and  an  interesting  and  instructive  report  by  the  judges  was  posted  to 
every  farmer  in  the  district  engaged  in  the  milk  trade.  All  this  un¬ 
doubtedly  did  much  good,  and  led  to  permanent  improvement  in 
methods  and  care  on  some  farms,  but  as  regards  others  it  is  discouraging 
to  note  the  same  old  disregard  of  obviously  necessary  precautions  against 
contamination  of  milk.  It  is  impossible  to  collect  clean  milk  from 
dirty  cows,  and  clean  cows  are  not  to  be  found  in  dirty  byres  with  dirty 
surroundings.  Representations  were  made  to  the  County  Council, 
pointing  out  the  desirability  of  relieving  the  Local  Authority  of  the  costs 
of  bacteriological  counts,  without  which  degrees  of  contamination  are 
not  ascertainable.  It  was  pointed  out  that  County  Councils  are  in  a 
position  to  get  this  work  done  much  more  cheaply  than  Local  Authorities, 
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and  that  the  County  Authority  already  undertake  the  less  important 
examinations  as  to  the  chemical  and  physical  purity  of  milk  samples. 
The  County  Council  were,  however,  advised  that  they  had  no  authority 
to  do  this. 

Action  taken  as  to  Tuberculous  Milk  and  Cattle.  Two  milk  cows 
were  slaughtered  on  account  of  the  development  of  tuberculous  udder. 
One  was  found  to  be  affected  by  general  tuberculosis  and  the  carcase 
was  condemned  and  destroyed.  In  the  case  of  the  other  animal,  the 
disease  was  found  to  be  local  only,  and  the  meat  was  certified  fit  for 
human  consumption. 

Meat.  10  slaughter  houses  and  11  butchers  shops  are  registered. 
Two  slaughtei  houses  are  at  some  distance  from  the  shops,  in  the  other 
cases  slaughter  houses  and  shops  are  on  the  same  premises.  All  are 
visited  from  time  to  time  on  slaughtering  days  and  on  other  occasions. 

I  have  not  met  with  any  diseased  meat  other  than  the  two  milk  cows 
referred  to  above,  nor  have  I  received  any  complaint.  The  premises 
are  not  by  any  means  ideal  but  they  are  generally  clean  :  it  is,  however, 
necessary  to  point  out  the  desirability  of  more  frequent  lime-washing 
and  the  importance  of  care  to  prevent  blood  passing  into  drains.  Much 
more  care  is  now  taken  to  protect  meat  from  dust  and  flies.  Joints  are 
not  usually  displayed  here  in  shops  :  meat  is  taken  round  the  district 
in  specially  designed  butcher’s  carts  or  motors  and  adequately  protected. 

Bread  and  Pastry.  There  are  two  bakeries  in  the  area,  one  at 
Romanby  and  one  at  Brompton.  Both  aie  inspected  and  no  grounds 
for  serious  complaint  aie  found. 

Other  Foods.  Th  ere  are  no  other  premises  in  this  area  where 

foods  are  manufactured. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.  Administered  by  the  Police 
Authority. 

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES. 

Isolation  Hospitals  are  already  referred  to  under  the  heading — 
Health  Services. 
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During  the  year  1925,  your  area  was  remarkably  free  from  notifiable 
infectious  diseases.  The  following  notifications  only  were  received  : — 
Scarlet  Fever  2,  Typhoid  Fever  1  (confirmed  by  Widal’s  reaction), 
Pneumonia  5  cases.  The  number  of  deaths  recorded  as  due  to 
pneumonia  exceeds  the  number  of  notifications,  this,  I  believe,  to  be 
due  to  pneumonia  being  often  a  terminal  development  of  other  diseases. 

Although  Small  Pox  has  been  prevalent  in  our  near  neighbourhood, 
we  have  had  no  invasion,  but  it  has  been  necessary  to  exercise  the 
greatest  care  in  diagnosis  during  outbreaks  of  Chicken  Pox.  Cases  of 
Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  have  also  occurred  from  time  to  time 
during  the  greater  part  of  the  year. 


During  the  past  five  years  the  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious 
diseases  within  the  area  has  been  remarkably  light  ;  below  are  the 
figures  for  each  year.

unless  I  mention  practical  freedom  from  return  cases,  a  circumstance 
indicative  of  satisfactory  nursing  and  care  in  disinfection. 

Bacteriological  and  pathological  specimens  are  examined  at  the 
cost  of  the  District  Council.  Sera  and  vaccines  are  also  provided  by 
the  Council  for  all  patients  otherwise  unable  to  obtain  them.  The 
recently  developed  artificial  method  of  immunization  against  Scarlet 
Fever  has  not  yet  been  practised  here. 
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Printed  and  verbal  instructions  are  given  to  those  in  charge  of  the 
sick.  Disinfectants  are  supplied  and,  when  necessary,  infected  rooms, 
bedding,  etc.  are  disinfected  by  Mr.  Easdale.  In  cases  where  this 
cannot  be  effectively  carried  out,  dangerously  infected  bedding,  etc.  is 
either  destroyed  or  sent  to  the  nearest  steam  disinfector — Darlington. 
The  Fever  Hospital  is  available  for  such  infectious  cases  as  cannot  be 
satisfactorily  dealt  with  in  their  own  homes.  The  cost  of  treatment 
and  isolation  in  hospital  for  six  weeks  is  so  great  that  every  effort  is 
now  made  to  isolate  and  treat  mild  Scarlet  Fevers  in  their  own  homes, 
and  this  we  have  been  able  to  do  with  considerable  success  in  recent 
years. 

HOUSING. 

General  Housing  Conditions.  These  are  more  or  less  typical  of 
•conditions  prevailing  in  rural  areas  throughout  the  country.  All 
recently  built  houses  comply  with  the  requirements  of  your  Bye-laws, 
but  there  is  much  old  property  in  all  your  villages,  some  of  which  is 
very  defective,  chiefly  owing  to  dampness  due  to  absence  of  damp- 
proof  courses  for  the  walls,  and  defective  spouting. 

With  regard  to  difficulties  encountered  here  in  remedying  unfitness, 
scarcity  of  skilled  labour  has  been  pronounced  for  several  years.  High 
costs  of  labour  and  materials  together  with  the  very  nominal  rents  of 
many  cottages,  are  such  as  to  preclude  any  adequate  return  on  the 
outlay  necessary  to  convert  these  cottages  into  dwellings  meeting 
modern  requirements.  Within  the  last  five  years,  however,  ten  such 
cottages  have  been  reconstructed,  extended  and  modernised.  Another 
serious  difficulty  experienced  is  the  absence  of  alternative  accommo¬ 
dation.  We  have  at  the  present  time  owners  anxious  to  convert  unfit 
cottages  but  cannot  do  so  because  piesent  occupiers  aie  unable  to  find 
other  houses.  In  some  of  our  villages  house  scarcity  is  due  to  the 
letting  and  selling  of  cottages  to  residents  of  neighbouring  towns  who 
occupy  them  during  summer  months  and  holidays  only. 

I  have  frequently  urged  the  Council  to  undertake  necessary  repairs 
to  unfit  property  and  charge  the  cost  against  defaulting  owners  :  this 
has  been  done  in  one  case  only.  We  have  met  with  cases  where 
thrifty  people  have  invested  their  savings  in  cottage  property  and  are 
unable  in  these  difficult  times  to  meet  the  expenditure  necessary  to 
keep  their  property  in  satisfactory  repair.

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1925 — the  28th 
year  of  my  office  as  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Over  200  houses  have  been  inspected  throughout  the  district  in 
the  course  of  periodical  or  special  visits,  and  the  list  given  below  shews 
the  works  and  improvements  carried  out  in  consequence,  mainly,  of 
those  visits.

Owners  of  old  property  are  still  unable,  on  account  of  high  cost 
of  labour,  etc.,  to  see  their  way  to  carry  out  necessary  repairs  to  roofs, 
provision  of  spouting  to  eaves,  back  doors  for  convenience  and  through 
ventilation,  etc.,  improvement  to  damp  old  walls,  defective  yard  pavings, 
etc.  Work  such  as  this  is  particularly  needed  at  places  like  Ainderby 
Steeple,  Appleton  Wiske,  Brompton,  East  Cowton,  Great  Langton  and 
Warlaby. 

The  Wiske  stream  was  cleaned  out  during  the  summer  from  below 
Yafforth  village  up  to  Danby  Wiske  village.  Drain  outlets,  which  for 
some  years  had  been  “  over-head,”  were  enabled  to  discharge  clear. 

Much  good  resulted  although  a  wet  season  militated  against  the 
work,  and  it  should  be  “  run  over  ”  again  at  the  first  seasonable  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  complete  the  clearing  out  of  all  weeds  and  the  roots  of  same.

Of  the  34  Subsidy  Houses  completed  and  in  course  of  completion 
at  Romanby  they  are  all,  with  the  exception  of  four,  owner  occupied. 

The  two  at  Osmotherley  and  Morton-on-Swale  are  owner  occupied. 

The  eight  at  Mount  Grace  (1),  Brompton  (6),  and  East  Cow7ton  (1) 
are  to  be  let  to  tenants  or  for  the  use  of  employees. 

Besides  the  44  houses  for  which  the  subsidy  has  been  applied  for, 
there  are  at  the  present  moment  requests  for  the  subsidy  for  6  more 
houses  at  Romanby. 

The  Council  decided  at  their  last  meeting,  January  6th,  1926,  to 
ask  for  leave  to  grant  the  subsidy  of  £100  to  10  more  houses. 

Taking  off  the  above  6  houses  will  leave  only  4  for  the  other  parts 
of  the  district. 

Brompton  particularly  needs  12  to  20  new  houses,  but  at  the  rents 
of  those  old  houses  (2/-,  2/6  and  3/-  per  week)  which  they  would  re¬ 
place,  they  cannot  be  built  unless  the  amount  of  subsidy  is  increased, 
and  a  smaller  house  than  hitheito  erected. 

A  larger  number  pe±  acre  than  12  should  be  allowed  and,  if  necessary, 
erected  in  blocks  of  at  least  4  or  6. 

Other  villages  where  there  are  defective  houses  are  Ainderby 
Steeple,  Appleton  Wiske,  Danby  Wiske  and  Great  Langton.

MEAT  REGULATIONS. 

The  10  registered  Butchers’  slaughter-houses  and  11  shops  in 
connection  therewith  have  been  regularly  visited.  Carcases  have  been 
examined  at  Osmotherley  (calf),  Brompton  (sheep  and  beast),  Danby 
Wiske  (beast),  Romanby  (pigs). 

On  November  23rd  a  milk  cow  suspected  of  having  a  tuberculous 
udder  was  isolated  and  later  slaughtered  at  East  Cowton.  On  examina¬ 
tion  it  was  found  that  the  disease  was  not  advanced  and  that  the  flesh 
was  not  affected.  Certificate  was  given  as  being  fit  for  human  con¬ 
sumption. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Romanby. — The  4in.  water  main  was  extended  from  opposite  the 
school  along  the  Ainderby  road  the  same  distance  as  the  sewer — 278 
yards — and  the  din.  main  hitherto  laid  as  far  as  Mr.  H.  Place’s  carried 
forward  to  Mr.  Watts’ — 286  yards. 

These  extensions  are  now  supplying  the  12  new  houses  on  the 
Ainderby  road  and  the  9  new  houses  in  the  Watts’  Lane— besides  Mr. 
Smith’s  (Gardener),  Air.  H.  Place  and  Air.  A.  W.  Watts — 12  houses. 

There  are  now  41  houses  in  Romanby  village  itself  (of  78  houses) 
with  the  water  laid  on.  These,  with  the  12  on  Ainderby  road  and  12 
in  Watts’  Lane,  make  65  houses.  Taking  44  persons  per  house — 292 
people  ;  and  at  8|  gallons  per  head  per  day — 2,482  gallons  per  day. 
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The  quantity  used  during  the  year  has  been  805,730  gallons,  which 
represents  8^  gallons  per  head  per  day  average  about  12  gallons  per 
head  per  day  for  the  houses  (31)  with  bath,  W  C’s.,  etc  ,  and  4  gallons 
for  those  (34)  without  either— simply  a  tap  on  sink  or  in  yard.

West  Rounton. — The  3in.  piped  supply  laid  in  this  village  in  1922 
continues  to  be  satisfactory — 6  houses  in  the  village  have  had  the  supply 
laid  into  the  premises,  and  1  farm  house  on  the  East  Rounton  road  has 
had  a  fin.  service  pipe  laid  from  the  main  in  village  for  a  distance  of 
some  500  to  600  yards.  Two  stand  pipes  supply  those  who  have  not 
the  water  laid  into  the  houses. 

The  quantity  of  water  used  for  the  14  months  November  1st,  1924, 
to  December  31st,  1925,  was  106,704  gallons,  or  272  gallons  per  day — 
for  a  population  of  85  equals  three  and  one-fifth  gallons  per  head  per 
day.  Taking  the  yearly  consumption  90,000  gallons  used  works  out 
(at  the  minimum  charge  of  £30  per  annum)  to  6/8  per  1,000  gallons. 

14  months,  Nov.  1,  1924,  to  Dec  31,  1925 — 106,704  galls  in  14 
months — 7,622  per  month — 1,905  per  week — 272  per  day. 

3  months,  Oct.  2,  1925,  to  Dec.  31,  1925 — 20,645  galls,  in  3  mths. — 
6,882  per  month — 1,720  per  week — 246  per  day. 

Hornby. — A  private  pump  in  the  village  (north  west  end)  previously 
belonging  to  the  local  estate,  which  has  been  divided  up,  was  allowed 
to  get  into  disrepair.  The  Council  have  decided  to  repair  and  take  over 
the  care  of  the  pump  in  future  for  the  use  of  the  public.  The  3  private 
interested  parties  agreeing  to  relinquish  their  personal  rights  to  the  use 
thereof. 
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Danby  Wiske. — The  village  well  was  cleaned  out,  re-covered  and 
new  pump  case  provided  for  pump. 

Welbury  . — The  protection  rails  to  Dip  Well  near  Rectory  Bank 
were  renewed. 


SEWERAGE. 

Romanby. — The  extension  of  the  sewer  (as  mentioned  in  last  year’s 
report)  was  carried  out  during  the  year  (completed  March  13th,  1925) 
from  existing  12in.  main  sewer  on  village  green  forward  to  end  of  pro¬ 
posed  new  road  across  Mr.  J.  Todd’s  “  Lay-out,”  on  the  Ainderby 
road — -500  yards — with  4  new  man-holes.  Also  the  existing  Sin.  sewer 
in  Watts’  Lane  was  carried  forward  from  next  Mr.  H.  Place’s  entrance 
gate  up  to  opposite  Mr.  Watts’  back  yard  doors — 286  yards — with  3 
man-holes.
